Founding And The Growth Of The College 


Engineering courses include 
engineering problems, mechanical 
drawing, descriptive geometry 
and aeronautical engineering. T. 
J.C.'s C.A.A. course was begun 
far in advance of much larger 
schools. T. J. C. is also offering 
a ground course which will have 
graduated 59 pilots by January. 
By ratio if every other town of 
30,000 graduated 59 pilots, there 
would be 260,000 licensed pilots 
in the United States. Of course, 
the figure will be much smaller.

The Tyler Junior College was 
founded in 1926 representing the 
successful culmination of an ex¬ 
haustive campaign led by citi¬ 
zens of Tyler whose social con¬ 
science and civic responsibility 
impelled them to make available 
improved opportunities for edu¬ 
cation for the youth of Tyler 
and adjacent communities. Early 
records of the institution attrib¬ 
ute a preponderance of credit to 
Then Williams, T. L. Odem, S. 
Bruck, J. C. Hale and C. O. 
Clough in the establishment of 
the institution. 

The purpose of the college was 
stated in the first catalog as the 
provision of an institution meet¬ 
ing “the needs of students who 
expect to take four years of col¬ 
lege work, those who expect to 
enter professional schools and 
those who will enter their life 
work after completing two years 
of work in the junior college* 


The ultimate aim is to prepare 
for good citizenship." 

When the college was estab¬ 
lished in 1926, courses were of¬ 
fered in English and public 
speaking, education, clothing, 
science, public school music, his¬ 
tory and economics, mathematics, 
foods and Spanish and French. 
New courses have been added as 
they were justified by demand. 
Today instead of the 38 original 
courses there are 75.

ter’s degrees and a large number 
of them have completed almost 
all the requirements for the 
Ph.
